Congressman Versus Students: 
Mailliard's Classroom Return

Rep. William S. Mailliard, R- 
Sixth District, veteran of many 
House committee battles, lent 
his political finesse to an un­ 
usual gathering of government 
students yesterday at San Ra­ 
fael High School. 


He and the students — who 
soon will be voting for the first 
time —- sat as a "house foreign 
affairs com m ittee,” tackling a 
foreign aid hill drawn up by the 
youths. 


The students, it turned out, 
were as interested in finding 
out M ailliard’s opinion of cru­ 
cial m atters as they were about 
parliam entary procedure of a 
congressional committee. 
But despite some sharp ques­ 
tioning, together with an ex­ 
pression of contrasting views, 
the congressman won a round 
of applause at the conclusion of 
the gathering. 
Did Mailliard, who is seeking 
reelection this year, think he 
won any votes? 
"I don't know if it was a plus 
or minus politically,” he said. 
But, he added, "It gave them a 
chance to see a congressman 
and find out that he looks like 
dad.” 
Mailliard explained that yes­ 
terday’s visit was nothing new,

since he has been gathering 
with student groups to discuss 
politics for years. 
Mailliard, tanned and natty in 
a gray suit, was at the micro­ 
phone in a conference room at 
the school, carefully guiding the 
group through procedural m at­ 
ters, explaining how it is done 
in W ashington w here he is 
ranking minority member of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 
Students were listening in­ 
tently. a school television cam ­ 
era was taping the session and 
the committee was plodding 
through the bill, section by sec­ 
tion, 
when impatience broke 
through. 
"W e’ve been here almost an 
hour, and I have yet to hear 
your opinion,” committee m em­ 
ber Mark Buffi said to Mail­ 
liard.

Bombs Found In Bank 
Safes In Three Cities 


Devices Disarmed 
In San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— Police today found 
and disarmed bombs at Crocker National Bank 
and Wells Fargo Bank in the San Francisco 
Financial District —two of the nine banks across 
the nation where an anonymous letter warned 
delayed-time bombs had been planted seven 
months ago. 
No bomb was immediately 
found at Bank of America, the 
may have exploded prem ature- 
third San Francisco bank on the ly 
list, but te FBI theorized that 
New York and Chicago were 
an explosive which went off in a 
Bank of America branch Sept. 7 
the other two cities where the 
letter, apparently from a ter- 


rorist underground organiza­ 
tion, warned bombs had been 
planted. Three were found in 
New York and two in Chicago. 
The FBI said the Sept. 7 Bank 
of America bomb went off in a 
safety deposit box registered to 
"Charles Mohr or Moore”—the 
same name used for the boxes 
where bombs were found in 
some eases in New York and 
Chicago. 
Police bomb squad expert*, 
using dogs specially trained to 
sniff out explosives, found the 
bomb in the Crocker Bank at 1 
Montgomery St. at about 8:30 a. 
m. and one in Wells Fargo 
Bank at Market and Montgom­ 
ery a few minutes later. 
The bomb at Wells Fargo was 


found in a safety deposit box 
but Wells Fargo officials said it 
had not been immediately de­ 
termined whether it was the 
one named in the letter — Box 
No. 3114. 
“ It. had a tim er and it was an 
explosive device,” said Mary 
Harper, a bank spokesman. " I 
asked the police if it would 
have gone off and he said he 
felt that it would have." 
Since there was no key imme­ 
diately available at the Wells 
Fargo bank, police drilled it 
open and found the black pow­ 
der device. It was disarmed 
and spread out on the floor in 
the box vault area of the bank 
The letter, received by news 
media in San Francisco and 


Chicago, said "demonstration 
bombs” made of slow-burning 
powder had been planted in 
July in banks in those two cities 
and New York. 


It touched off a frantic search 
in all three cities. Bombs were 
found in all three New York 
institutions named in the letter 
and in two in Chicago. 


The unsigned letter said the 
bombs were planted as a dem ­ 
onstration of future attem pts to 
force the release of "political 
prisoners” by threatening to 
blow up buildings or freeways. 
Lt. Jim Ryan of the San 
Francisco Police Departm ent 
said keys to some boxes were

He said he had recommended 
against a large land force in 
Southeast Asia to form er Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson, but 
“ my recom m endation w asn ’t 
accepted.” 


Once troops were sent, he 
voted for funds to support 
them, he said. "We comniitteed 
ourselves and our credibility 


Closing San Quentin Prison 
could save Marin County tax­ 
payers between $200,000 and 
$300,000 a year in direct expen­ 
ses, County Auditor-Controller 
Michael Mitchell estim ated yes­ 
terday. 


Gov. Ronald Rhagan called 
earlier in the day for the 120- 
year-old m axim um security 
prison to be phased out of 
operation by the end of his term 
in 1974. He revealed the plan in 
his annual state-of-the-state 
message to the Legislature. 


Abandonment of San Quentin, 
meanwhile, could open up a 
valuable piece of real estate. 
Adjoining undeveloped land has 
sold at prices varying from 
$10,000 to $30,000 per acre, ac­ 
cording to San Rafael real es­ 
tate man Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere. One 12-acre parcel sold 
recently for $400,000, he said. 


The San Quentin property, 
subject to county planning reg­ 
ulations, is in a single-family 
residential zone. Joseph R. 
O’Brien, San Quentin informa­ 
tion officer, said the state owns 


approximately 400 acres, about 
half of it tidelands. 
Mitchell said his figures on 
potential taxpaer savings were 
based on nonreimbursable costs 
now paid by the county in 
handling legal m atters connect­ 
ed with San Quentin inmates. 
E xtra personnel, space and 
overhead are required in the 
courts, district attorney’s of­ 
fice. sheriff’s departm ent and 
clerk’s office to handle the cas­ 
es. 
The state now unly repays 
Marin for what the Department 
of Corrections considers direct 
costs, such as the district attor­ 
ney’s time in court on a San 
Quentin case. An exception is 
the Angela Y. Davis and Ruch- 
cll Magee court hearings stem ­ 
ming from the Aug. 7, 1970 
shoot-out in which Judge Har­ 
old J. Haley, three convicts and 
i youthful accom plice were 
killed. Special legislation was 
approved la st y ear to gain 
reimbursement for the Davis- 
Magee proceedings.

Plan Buds

The Petaluma Hospital Dis­ 
trict board, in two ^plit votes, 
decided last night to plan for a 
new hospital, possibly in East 
Petaluma, and to begin machin­ 
ery to obtain the funds to build 
the facility. 


In a 3-2 vote, the board decid­ 
ed to go ahead with construc­ 
tion of a 100-bed hospital on a 
new site and to consider a new 
use for Hillcrest Hospital 
Directors E. William Schnei­ 
der and Clyde Nelson dissented. 
saying it would be less expen­ 
sive to expand at Hillcrest. Drs. 
Hamza Munib. Francis Crinella 
and Frederick Groverman sup­ 
ported the move to a more 
centrally located site. 
The Hillcrest site, in Petalu­ 
m a’s western sector, has been 
criticized in some quarters as 
out-of-the-way. 
By an idcntial 3-2 vote, the 
board agreed to finance the 
new hospital’s cost, estimated 
at $7 million, by issuing joint 
authority revenue bonds. Under 
that plan, the district would 
join with another governmental 
entity, such as the Sonoma 
County Board of Supervisors, to 
form a joint authority, sell the 
needed bonds and lease the new 
building back to the hospital 
district. 
Nelson argued that Hillcrest 
was far from obsolete, had land 
on which to expand and that the 
work could be done at a lower

Jobless Rate Up, 
At 10-Year High 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - U n ­ 
employment edged up to 6.1 per 
cent of America’s labor force in 
December, closing out 1971 with 
the highest average rate in a 
decade, 5.9 per cent, the gov­ 
ernment reported today. 


The Labor Department said 
the num ber of jobless persons 
increased 66,000 last month to a 
total of 5.21 million after sea­ 
sonal adjustments. The 6.1 per 
cent unemployment rate, com­ 
pared to a 10-year high of 6.2 
per cent in December, 1970, 
represented a rise of 0.1 per 
cent from November.

F. o ’B rien 
seized on the new report as 
eiidence that “ Richard Nixon’s 
very good year in 1972” — 
referring to Nixon’s economic 
forecast this year — "has got­ 
ten off to a very bad start.” 
At a hearing late this morn­ 
ing by the House-Senate Eco­ 
nomic Committee, Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., told a Labor 
Department official, Geoffrey 
H. 
Moore, "We seem to be 
going along at almost depres­ 
sion levels of unemployment 


. . . This looks to me like a 
pretty discouraging if not bleak 
picture.” 
Moore did not disagree. 
While both the percentage of 
unemployment and the num ber 
of persons w ithout jobs in­ 
creased, the year-end report 
said the number of persons with 
jobs also increased in Decem­ 
ber to a record high of 80,- 
130,000 from 80.020,000 in No­ 
vember. November m arked the 
first time U.S. employment had 
ever reached 80 million. 
The 6.1 per cent jobless rate 
for December was described by 
the Labor Departm ent’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics as “essen­ 
tially unchanged” and “not ap­ 
preciably different” from No­ 
vem ber when it was 0.1 per 
cent less. Besides 6.2 per cent 
in December. 1971, it also was 
higher, also at 6 2 per cent, last 
May. 
The bureau said the 5.9 per 
cent average rate for all of 1971 
—compared to 4.9 per cent in 
1970, was the highest since job­ 
lessness averaged 6.7 per cent 
in 1961. The 1969 rate, during 
President Nixon’s first year in 
office, was 3 5 per cent.

New Justices 
Are Sworn In 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Vir- 
ginia lawyer Lewis F. Powell 
Jr. and Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
eral William H. Rehnquist were 
sworn in today —giving the 
Supreme Court both its 99th and 
100th justices in history and the 
conservative bent President 
Nixon had sought. 
Powell. 64, from Richmond, is 
the seventh man to be appoint­ 
ed from his state while Rehnqu­ 
ist, 47, is the first from Arizona. 
Both are regarded as strict 
constructionists on constitution­ 
al law. 
In accordance with custom, 
the two men took their oath to 
support the Constitution —the 
same oath given all federal 
employes —in the privacy of 
the justices’ conference room 
with only their seven colleagues 
present. Chief Justice Warren 
E. B urger administered the 
oath. 
Two members of the court 
have not been sworn in on the 
same day since Jan. 3, 1911 
when Justices Willis Van De- 
vanter and Joseph R. Lamar 
were seated. Powell is taking 
the chair of Van Devanter, who 
preceded the late Hugo L. 
Black. 
Powell, as the senior appoin­ 
tee, was sworn in first, helped 
on with his robe by robing 
atten d an t Hansford H arrison 
and seated in tme chair at the 
far left of the high mahogany 
bench beside Justice Thurgood 
Marshall. Rehnquist was seated 
at the far right beside Justice 
Harry A. Blackmun. 
At the end of the brief cere­ 
mony the newly robed jurists — 
neither of whom has been a 
judge before — proceeded with 
the rest of the court to the 
private conference room to vote 
on more than 200 petitions for 
review. 
Pow ell is keeping two of 
B lack’s clerks — Lawrence 
Hammond of El Paso, Tex., 


and Covert (Pete) Parnell of 
Thomasville, Ala. —and bring­ 
ing one of his own, J. Harvie 
Wilkinson of Richmond. 
Rehnquist retained Allen Sny­ 
der of Takoma Park. Md., who 
was clerk to the late John N. 
Harlan, and is bringing in Fred­ 
erick Lambert of M illbrun, 
N.J., a special assistant at the 
Justice Department, and Mi­ 
chael Meehan, Tucson, Ariz. 
Rehnquist succeeds H arlan, 
who died last week. 
Powell 
has 
moved 
into 
Black’s former chambers while 
Rehnquist will occupy the 
quarters used for some years 
by Justice Byron R. White, who 
has moved into Harlan's cham­ 
bers. Where office space is 
concerned, seniority rules. 
Monday the court will begin 
hearing arguments at full 
strength for the first time since 
the 1970-71 term closed in June. 
The first two cases test whether 
a criminal conviction is consti­ 
tutionally permissible by less 
than a unanimous vote of 12 
jurors. 
The week of January 17 starts 
with a series of cases to deter­ 
mine whether the death sen­ 
tence is “cruel and unusual 
punishment” forbidden by the 
Constitution.

VIENNA (lTPI) - The Soviet 
• Union believes that President 
Nixon is deliberately delaying a 
S trateg ic Arms L im itatio n 
Talks (SALT) agreement until 
after his trip to Peking next 
month, Communist diplomats 
said today. 
The latest session of the talks 
was being held today in the 
American Embassy. 
The diplomats said the Sovi­ 
ets are convinced that Nixon 
would consider it embarrassing 
to go to China Feb. 21-28 with 
the first substantive treaty to 
emerge from the SALT talks. 
China has accused the two su­ 
perpowers of “collusion” in the 
past and is expected to do so 
again when a SALT treaty is 
signed.

The lone survivor, Juliane 
Koepcke, 17, who wandered 
through the jungle nine days 
until she was rescued, was in 
satisfactory condition at a local 
hospital and may be discharged 
within a week, her father said. 
Wreckage of the Peruvian 
Lansa Airlines Electra was scat­ 
tered over a mile and a half area 
about 30 minutes by air from 
Pucallpa. The plane crashed on 
a flight from Lima to this river 
port, 450 miles northeast of the 
Peruvian capital.

Hoover Reports Campus 


Unrest Declined In '71 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-B oth 
racial disturbances and campus 
unrest declined in the United 
States during 1971, the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation report­ 
ed Thursday. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said there were 109 racial 
disturbances in U.S. cities in 
1971, compared to 140 in 1970, 
There were 85 racial disor-/ 
ders in secondary schools dur­ 
ing the first four months of the 
current school year, compared 
to 160 during the comparable 
period the previous school year. 
Hoover said in an annual FBI 
report it appeared that unrest 
on campuses of U.S. colleges 
and universities was decreas­ 
ing. 


“Campus unrest in 1971 was 
not so widespread or so mas­ 
sive as it was in the year 1970, 
and it appears that campus 
dissidence is cooling down,” 
Hoover said 
However, the FBI did not list 
the number of specific incidents 
on campuses during the year. A 
spokesman said this informa-, 
tion would not be available until 
the FBI’s fiscal year report is 
released for the period ending 
next June 30. 
Campus protests were fre­ 
quent in 1970, spurred in large 
part by the American invasion 
of Cambodia. 
The figures on racial disturb­ 
ances were not included in the 
report. 
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B52s Assist Saigon 
Troops In Cambodia 


SAIGON (UPI) South Viet­ 
namese forces trying to fore­ 
stall a Communiit offensive 
struck into eastern Cambodia 
at dawn today after B52s and- 
waves of fighter-bombers hit 
Communist positions near the 
Central Highlands border area. 
In Laos, a twin Communist 
offensive scored new gains and 
military sources said the situa­ 
tion was deteriorating badly. 
The North Vietnamese main­ 
tained pressure against Long 
Cheng in the northwest and 
were moving toward Pakse in 
the south in an effort to slice off 
Laos’ southern tip. 
B52s have carried out un­ 
usually heavy raids in the Cen­ 
tral Highlands and in the south­ 
ern half of the Demilitarized 
Zone (DMZ) where m ilitary 
sources have predicted major 
Communist offensives to coin­ 
cide with President Nixon’s vis­ 
it to China. 
UPI correspondent Leon Dan­ 
iel, reporting from the Laotian 
capital of Vientiane, said the 
Communist offensives there 
also were believed aimed at 
placing Hanoi in a strong posi­ 
tion before Nixon goes to Pe­ 
king next month. 
In Cambodia there was a lull 
on most battle fronts—except 
for the South Vietnamese strike 
by helicopter-borne troops from 
the Central Highlands. The high 
command in Phnom Penh re­ 
ported only a minor clash early 
today in Svay Rieng Province 
adjoining South Vietnam. Ten 
Cambodians were wounded. 
Vietnamese reports said the 
Communists moving westward 
from the captured Bolovens 
Plateau were within 20 miles of 
Pakse, the biggest town of 
Southern Laos, which is about 
90 miles north of the Cambodi- 
.an border. 
American fighter-bom bers 
were hitting the advancing 
Communist forces at the town 
of Ban Nhik, five miles west of 


the captured town of Paksong 
and 20 miles east of Pakse, but 
were inable to halt the offen­ 
sive. Loss of the Bolovens Pla 
teau itself greatly widened the 
Ho Chi Minh Trail network. 
Capture of Pakse would give 
the Communists almost total 
control over lower Laos adjoin­ 
ing Cambodia and South Viet­ 
nam. 
American fighter-bonlber* 
also were hitting Communist 
long-range artillery position! 
around Long Cheng, the once 
super secret CIA-run guerrilla 
base 80 miles northeast of Vien­ 
tiane. But the situation there 
remained critical. 
In action in the Central High­ 
lands, an American helicopter 
accidentally opened fire on 
South Vietnamese troops, kill­ 
ing one soldier and wounding 
five others. Shortly afterwards, 
another U.S. helicopter was 
shot down in the same area, 
wounding its three crewmen. 
After two waves of B52s 
bombed Communist troop con­ 
centrations 43 miles southwest 
of the South Vietnamese town 
of Pleiku, a Communist radio 
broadcast was monitored tell­ 
ing troops of North Vietnam’s 
95B Regiment to head west 
further into Cambodia. 
More than 2,000 men of the 
South Vietnamese 47th Regi­ 
ment and the 2nd Ranger 
Group were airlifted over the 
border into Cambodia by heli­ 
copter shortly after the Ameri­ 
can B52s and Vietnamese A37 
jets and A1 propeller-driven 
Skyraiders pounded the area, 
UPI Correspondent Alan Daw­ 
son reported.

Cohen, 58, left the U.S. Medi­ 
cal Center for federal prisoners

CST in a white 
Cadillac. He sat in the front 
seat, looking straight ahead as 
the ear. bearing Ohio plates, 
pulled through the front gate 
where a score of newsmen got 
only a brief glimpse of the 
former big time West Coast 
gambler who liked to call him­ 
self the “bookie's bookie.”

through their legislatures, abol­ 
ished the death penalty?” he 
asked. 
George argued that what the 
constitution forbids is “unnec 
essary" cruelty. 
“Is there necessary cruelty?” 
asked Justice Stanley Mosk. 
“The constitution forbids cruel­ 
ty -necessary or unnecessary.” 
The major thrust of the jus­ 
tice \ questions seemed to be 
directed at the state's argu­ 
ments that the death penalty is 
still acceptable punishment.

Jet Crash Off 
Spain Kills 104 


IBIZA, Spain (UPIV-An Iberi­ 
an airlines Caravelle jet flying 
in rain and fog hit the side of a 
mountain today as it came in 
too low for a landing on this 
Mediterranean resort island. It 
exploded on impact, killing all 
KM persons aboard 
Iberian airlines said one of 
the victims was an American, 
listed as Jess Desak of New 
York City. The only other for­ 
eign name on the passenger list 
was a German named Fricker. 
The plane carried six crew 
and 98 passengers including six 
babies on the flight from Mad­ 
rid and Valencia. It is certified 
to carry 9b passengers, Iberia 
said. 
The site of the crash at 1.515- 
foot Mount Atalaysa, highest on 
the island, is on the southeast­ 
ern part of the island and was 
in the plane s normal approach 
path but its peak was shrouded 
by rain, fog and low-lying 
clouds. Wreckage was strewn 
over a two mile area, barely 
five miles from Ibiza airport. 
The Ibiza control tower re­ 
ported it lost contact with the 
plane shortly after 12:30 p.m. 
(6:30 a.m. EST) minutes before 
it was scheduled to land. There 
were no reports of technical 
failure in the airport's last con­ 
tact with the crew, 
over a wide area, San Antonio 
police said.

They were told their plane 
did not have the range for a 
trans-Atlantic trip, and finally 
settled again on Cuba. 
U.S. Aviation authorities ad­ 
vised Cuba that the plane was 
on its way. 


One of the fuel truck drivers 
who helped refuel the jet before 
the Havana flight said the pilot 
appeared “ calm. 
Airline officials refused to re­ 
lease the names of the crew, 
saying they did not want to 
worry their families. 
The plane landed at Tampa 
International at 9:33 a.m. and 
the entire terminal was closed 
at the insistence of the teugh- 
talking air pirates who radioed 
ahead that they didn't want “ to 
see anyone.” 
FBI agents shooed everyone 
inside the terminal, and the jet 
taxied to the extreme north end 
of the airport’s only usable 
runway. The other runway is 
under repair, and thus all traf­ 
fic in and out of Tampa was cut 
off. 
Paul McAJester. spokesman 
for the Hillsborough county 
aviation authority, said the hi­ 
jackers were informed that the 
only trans-Atlantic planes serv­ 
icing Tampa were two 747 s and 
that neither were presently at 
the terminal 
When the jet landed at Tam ­ 
pa, it taxied out to the extrem e 
north end of the runway, and 
thus had to be refueled with 
tanker truck Refueling at Tam ­ 
pa International 
is normally 
done th rough u n d e rg ro u n d 
lines, and thus trucks had to be 
brought in from nearby McDili 
Air Force Base 
The Air Force insignia on the 
big yellow trucks was painted 
over with black paint before the 
first truck, driven by black Air 
Force Staff Sergeant H arry 
Frierson, approached the plane. 
Unloading of the first truck 
took about a half hour, and 
when Frierson returned to the 
terminal, FBI agents handed 
him a pack of wanted posters to 
see if he could identify the 
h ijack er 
It was not known 
whether Frierson was able to 
make the identifications. 
A second truck was dis 
patched, but shortly thereafter 
the hijackers demanded that 
Frierson return to the plane.

A Unanimous 'No' Vote 
On Strawberry Homes 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 


»SAN FRANCISCO - A con­ 
troversial plan for nine homes 
on Strawberry Point was reject­ 
ed yesterday by the Bay Con­ 
servation and Development 
Commission in a record “ no” 
vote by all 21 commissioners 
present. 


Developer Stanley W. Taylor, 
who four years ago won a court 
suit against the county to subdi­ 
vide his property on the east 
side of the peninsula, said after 
the vote that he will file suit 
shortly against the commission 
in Marin County Superior 
Court. 


Only two other unanimous 
denials have been voted by the 
commission since it was formed 
more than six years ago, one of 
them a 16-0 vote against San 
Anselmo developer Frank 
Burke’s aborted plan for the 
Corte Madera marshlands. 


In two other Richardson Bay 
matters yesterday, commis­ 
sioners unanimously approved 
a 180-unit apartment project in 
Mill Valley west of the Shelter 
Cove apartments and heard a 
plea by marina developers to 
delete the requirement that new 
houseboats float at all times. A 
vote on the latter was sched­ 
uled for the Jan. 20 meeting. 


Taylor’s project also saw an­ 
other BCDC record set — the 
longest staff recommendation 
for denial in the commission’s 
history. 


Taylor claimed he needed to 
extend the planned homes — in 
the 300 block of East Strawber­ 
ry Drive — out over the bay on 
pilings because the lots were 
too shallow. But the commis­ 
sion’s staff declared that he had 
created his own problem by 
subdividing the lots so that they 
were not buildable without ex­ 
tending them over the bay. 


Instead of building homes 
over the bay, the staff conclud­ 


ed, Taylor simple could resub­ 
divide to use more upland adja­ 
cent property he also owns. 


The 180-unit apartment 
project in Mill Valley won ap­ 
proval after it was redrafted to 
eliminate building some units 
out over the bay on pilings. The 
commission’s staff recommend­ 
ed its approval. 


The project, proposed by »San­ 
ford Diiler of Sunnyvale, was 
opposed by several conserva­ 
tion organizations which object­ 
ed it would not provide ade­ 
quate public access to the 
shoreline. The staff, however, 
disagreed, and it was approved, 
21-0. 


The seven, two-story apart­ 
ment buildings, private club­ 
house and swimming pool will 
require .19 of an acre of new fill 
to stabilize the shoreline. 


The case for the houseboat 
marina developers was present­ 
ed by »Sausalito attorney Hugh 
Lawrence, who displayed elabo­ 
rate data purporting to show 
that new houseboats would sit 
on the bay bottom only 7 per 
cent of the time if no dredging 
were done. 


The commission’s staff rec­ 
ommended months ago that the 
flotation requirement be re­ 
tained, and Lawrence had post­ 
poned a vote to get the tidal 
data. 


Ilis conclusion, however, was 
disputed by Commissioner F.J. 
Hortig, executive officer of the 
State Lands Commission. Hor­ 
tig argued that Lawrence’s own 
data showed houseboats would 
sit on the bay bottom at least 85 
per cent of the time. 


Lawrence previously cau­ 
tioned that cleaning up the 
houseboat community would be 
financially infeasible with the 
added cost of dredging that 
would enable the new house­ 
boats to float at all times.

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Fire Department 
Upgrading Urged 


FIRE CALLS

A properly manned and. been lucky to escape 
trained fire department couJd 
have prevented some of the 
damage to two of three homes 
ravaged by fire in east Corte 
Madera Sept. 16, according to 
one of the town’s two fire con­ 
sultants. 
Watsonville Fire Chief Bryce 
W. Connick told an eight-man 
citizens committee Wednesday 
that the fire which sparked 
present scrutiny of town fire 
protection “got away from” the 
fire department, according to 
Herber C. Leney, a member of 
the committee. 
However, according to Town 
Mgr. Ronald E. Bartels, Con­ 
nick was careful to add that the 
department did the best it could 
under tme circumstances. 
Connick told the committee 
the department does not have 
the manpower to handle a 
structural fire of the type that 
occurred on Constitution Drive 
in September, Bartels said. 
As a stop-gap measure to 
prevent such disasters, Leney 
moved to recommend hiring 
four new firemen by May I. 
The motion died without a sec­ 
ond, Bartels said. 
(Leney is a candidate for the 
town council campaigning on 
the fire issue.) 
Connick and Watsonville engi­ 
neer Bill S. Ingram, his partner 
in a controversial study of the 
fire defenses, made their first 
public statements on the study 
during three hours of discussion 
with the committee and an au­ 
dience of about 50, including 
Councilman Edward W. Col- 
thurst, Leney said. 
Leney said the meeting was 
calmer than he expected, but 
letters from Colthurst, Council­ 
man Harold B. Wagstaff — a 
volunteer fireman and commit­ 
tee member — and the volun­ 
teer firem en’s group — all 
blasting the report — were 
read, Leney said. 
Colthurst wrote: “The report, 
in my judgment is amateurish 
and shallow, so devoid of hard 
facts as to be completely unac­ 
ceptable to me. No effort has 
been made to assemble vital 
facts and apply these facts to a 
workable plan to submit to your 
committee. Instead, the con­ 
sultants took the shotgun ap­ 
proach and thereby destroyed 
their credibility and did the 
Town of Corte Madera a great 
disservice.” 
Colthurst suggested that Con­ 
nick and Ingram be fired al­ 
though their job is 95 per cent 
complete. Leney said the com­ 
mittee, which had been divided 
on whether to hire consultants 
in the first place, split 4-1 in a 
vote to fire them. 
Leney said he voted to end 
the study because the prelimi­ 
nary report contains enough 
information to act on immedi­ 
ately. 
Leney said a letter from him 
as president of the Mariner 
Cove Improvement Association 
and from another east Corte 
Madera group were read. Each 
asked the town to hire more 
firemen immediately to man 
the town’s substation. 
Wagstaff’s letter, which was 
printed as a letter to the editor 
in the Independent-Journal, 
called the consultants’ report a 
“hatchet job” and said Corte 
M adera compared favorably 
with other communities in pre­ 
venting fire loss. 
Connick said the town had

The statement was supported 
by a letter from John H. McGo- 
ran of 105 Granada Drive, who 
called the incident a “firefight­ 
ing fiasco,” Leney said.

Fairfax Issue Opens

The Fairfax City Council last 
night rejected a request that it 
immediately rezone the Marin 
Town and Country Club proper­ 
ty to prevent residential devel­ 
opment of the parcel. 
The council’s action opened 
the door for a ballot issue on 
the rezoning and put two citi­ 
zens into the running for the 
city council in the April 11 
election. 
Priscilla C. Gray chairman of 
a citizens group seeking the 
rezoning of the town and coun­ 
try club property, said she 
would be a candidate and attor­ 
ney Albert E. Gately, who lost 
by seven votes in a bid for the 
council in 1970, said he was 
“pretty sure’’ he would mn. 
Last night’s council meeting, 
a public hearing on the city’s 
proposed new zoning ordinance, 
also brought a denial from the 
owner of the town and country 
club property that it had been 
sold. 
The council — acting on the 
advice of its city attorney — 
decided to hold public hearings 
on the entire zoning ordinance 
proposal, section by section, 
instead of giving first consider­ 
ation to a section which would 
create a new commercial recre­ 
ation zone and place the town 
and country club property in it. 
Im m ediate action by the 
council had been sought by 
Mrs. Gray’s group, a commit­ 
tee to Preserve Land and Na­ 
ture (PLAN). 
The committee already has 
collected sufficient signatures, 
to place the town and country 
club zoning on the ballot, and 
Mrs. Gray said today the 
signed petitions 
would

presented to the city clerk Mon­ 
day. 
The group had urged the 
council to enact the zoning ordi­ 
nance section itself, making the 
ballot issue unnecessary.

Fund Bar 
Sought For 
Legal Unit 


The Marin County Adminis­ 
trator’s Office said today it is 
seeking to withhold county 
funds from the debt-ridden Le­ 
gal Aid Society of Marin pend­ 
ing investigation of the money’s 
use. 


The action involves about $6,- 
500 approved last month by the 
county board of supervisors to 
cover what the legal agency 
claimed was a deficit in operat­ 
ing expenses. 
However, on Wednesday, the 
Marin County Economic Oppor­ 
tunity Council also approvec 
forwarding an application from 
Legal Aid for about $10,000 in 
federal funds to make up the 
deficit. 
In requesting county help las 
month, the society said it hac 
been unable to get federal fund­ 
ing to cover the growing deficit 
It said it would be forced to 
close its doors if it received no 
help from the county. 
Whether its application to the 
EOC — local arm of the Office 
of Economic Opportunity — is 
to cover the same deficit the 
county thought it was paying 
for was not clear. 
Gerald J. Hood of the County 
Human Rights Department and 
• a new member on the EOC 
board said his impression of the 
.application was that it was to 
cover the same deficit. 
The director of the Legal Aid 
Society, Charles Baumbach, 
told the Independent-Journal to­ 
day that the application wasn’t 
Intended to cover any deficit 
even though it reads that way.

The Kuykendalls, developers 
of the Blithedale Park subdivi­ 
sion, said the city had received 
more than $200,000 from the 
subdivision and that a sanitary 
and storm sewer system had 
been completed for the 22-lot 
property. 
Eight of the lots were sold • 
and residences constructed and 
hooked up to the sewer system, 
they said, when the city refused 
beginning July 6 to grant fur­ 
ther building permits because 
of the cease and desist order by 
the water quality control board. 
They sought a court order 
directing the city to issue four 
building permits and to award 
them $1.3 million in damages. 
But McGuire agreed with Mill 
Valley’s city attorney, Leland 
H. Jordan, that the Kuyken­ 
dalls’ petition did not contain a 
complete record of the water 
quality control board’s proceed­ 
ings regarding the ban and that 
it had not been filed within 30 
days of the ban — both required 
by law. 


Another 
Prison Term 
For Burglar 


A San Francisco man, al­ 
ready serving a prison sentence 
for car theft, was given an 
additional prison sentence yes­ 
terday for the burglary of a 
Sausalito home in May 1970. 
Judge E. Warren McGuire of 
Marin Superior Court sentenced 
Donnell R. Johnson to state 
prison after a jury of eight 
women and four men returned 
a guilty verdict following about 
an hour’s deliberation. 
The trial started Wednesday. 
Johnson’s car theft conviction 
stems from his arrest and trial 
in San Francisco while he was 
a fugitive in the Sausalito case, 
according to Deputy Dist. Atty. 
J. Michael Anthony, prosecutor. 
Johnson, 26, also known as 
Roland R. Hayes, was arrested 
May 26, 1970, outside the resi­ 
dence of Lawrence I. Loma at 
49 Upper Central Avenue. The 
house had been burglarized. 
McGuire ordered the new 
sentence, which is one to 15 
years, to run concurrent with 
his San Francisco sentence. 
Asst. Public Defender Buford 
L. Toney, who represented 
Johnson, had appealed for a 
connly jail sentence. 


City Manager's 
Brief Tenure

•first city manager of the new 
city of irvine has set a record 
for tenure that may never be 
broken. 
He was in office 50 hours 
before being fired. 
The City Council picked Stan­ 
ley Morgan, 30, over six other 
applicants Monday night to fill 
the post for 90 days. The coun­ 
cil then fired him Thursday 
night, saying it was based on 
“ investigation and re examina­ 
tion of Morgan’s resume and 
qualifications.” 
Morgan indicated it was be­ 
cause he had not mentioned 
that he Is vice president of a 
securities firm based in the 
neighboring town of Tustin. 
The council decided to meet 
again Saturday and pick anoth­ 
er city manager, the second of 
the week. 
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Inmate Testifies Jackson, 
Drumgo Beat Up Guard 


SAN FRANCISCO iUPI>-A 
convict testified Thursday that 
he saw black revolutionary 
George Jackson, a mu»i he “ ad­ 
mired and loved” , beat a white 
Soledad Prison guard with a 
flashlight and then push him 
from third-tJer railing to a con­ 
crete floor below. 
Thomas A. Yorke, serving 


time for manslaughter, said his 
life was in danger for testifying 
at the trial of the two surviving 
“ Soledad Brothers” , charged 
with killing guard John V. Mills 
Jan. 17,1970. 
Yorke, who is also black, said 
he saw Jackson and Flecta 
Drumgo pounding Mills with 
their fists in the prison’s “ Y” 


wing. He said defendant John 
Cluchette was at the scene but 
did not say if he participated. 
The key state witness was to 
continue testimony today. 
Jackson, a black revolution­ 
ary Wiled during an August 
outbreak at San Quentin Prison 
where he was awaiting trial for 
Mills’ death, beat the guard and 
slid him between the bars of the 
third tier of cells, from where 
he fell to the first tier floor, 
Yorke testified. 
The witness said he saw the 
altercation from cell 344, across 


the wing and “there’s been a 
bond on my life,” since the. 
incident. 
Yorke said authorities wouid 
“throw him to the wolves” if he 
didn’t testify and te convicts 
would “get him” if he did. 
Since the killing, Yorke said, be 
hag been moved from prison to 
prison because “the word went 
out” that he would be a wit­ 
ness. 
“I felt I couldn’t survive in 
any prison in California,” said 
the nervous, slightly built con­ 
vict. 


“He was a very beautiful 
example of what a black man 
should be. ! loved him very 
much,” said Yorke. 
Yorke admitted he lost the 
friendship of Cluchette during 
an argument over what televi­ 
sion program to watch. 
“I was called a nigger by 
Cluchette and I felt this was 
way out in left field,” said 
Yorke. “We got into a verbal 
hassle. Cluchette invited me up 
to the shower room. I got a mop 
handle and went up there but 
some of the guys broke it up.

Cozy Place;

The making of a successful 
restaurateur is not necessarily 
m his soup, salad or sauce •— 
more often than not it’s in his 
blood. 
Either he was born that way 
or he grew up in the profession. 
And when you combine an 
entire family in the operation 
it’s hard to miss. If you want 
a good example of this you 
don’t have far to look. There’s a 
place on downtown Fourth 
vStreet, San 
Rafael that fits 
the picture — San Rafael Joe’s. 
Technically this 
is a two- 
family operation — Hector and 
Nancy Rubini and Guido and 
Teresa Farina. Hut it might as 
well be one, for Teresa is Hec­ 
tor’s sister. This brings them 
all together in work and play 
and they seem to enjoy it. Joe’s 
. operates just about as smoothly 
as any restaurant can operate. 
Of course, the Rubinis and 
the Farinas have been at it a 
long time. Oldtimers will re­ 
member that once they had 
three Marin restaurants — San 
Rafael Joe’s (located then a few 
doors east of the present res­ 
taurant), Rubini’s in Fairfax 
(that’s how Rubini’s got its 
name) and Novato Joe’s in the 
Nave Shopping Center in Nova­ 
to. 
Conducting three separate 
ventures split up the families 
and it was a happy day when 
Rubini’s and Novato Joe’s were 
sold and everyone returned to 
the original project in San Ra­ 
fael, which must now be close 
to 25 years old. I doubt that 
there is any m ore talk of 
.spreading out again. 
Joe’s is one of my favorite 
New Year’s Eve haunts and it 
was there we went this year. 
For a place with no special 
program for that occasion it 
does an excellent job of bring­ 
ing people together. You can 
credit Larry Vannucci at the 
Baldwin with some of this. He’s 
another professional whose ca- 
.reer is virgually in his blood. 
He's been an organst for about 
27 years and a musician since 
he was 10 years old. 
THE NAME CHANGE at Sec­ 
ond and G Streets, San Rafael 
is now official. 
It’s no longer Bill and Ad­ 
olph’s West End Villa or Ad­ 
olph’s West End Villa — or 
even West End Villa. 
From the first of the year it 
has been and will be The Med­ 
allion. 
A FUN PLACE, if there ever 
was one, is Kleist’s Heidelberg 
in Santa Rosa. 
Actually Kleist’s is located in 
Windsor. Turn off the 101 High­ 
way at Fulton, north of Santa 
Rosa, and follow the Old Red­ 
wood Highway north a few 
miles until you come to it. The 
number is 6422. 
There’s a bar and lounge and 
the decor is so typically Ger­ 


man you’d swear it’s the Rhine 
that lies a few miles west in­ 
stead of the Russian River. 
It’s open for lunches and din­ 
ners from 11 a.m. Thursdays 
through Sundays throughout the 
year. The food is German, as 
you would expect from the 
name. The smorgasbord is rea­ 
sonable. It’s great for lunch. 
There’s smorgasbord at night, 
too, and about 10 dinner entrees 
from rindsroladen, sauerbraten 
and wiener schnitzel a la Hol­ 
stein to roast duck, steak, bra- 
tw u rst, kochw urst, fran k fu rt­ 
ers, hamburger steak and a 
number of a la carte items. 
George Kleist is the chef. 


The fun part is on Saturday 
and Sunday nights. The dance 
floor is spacious and surround­ 
ed by tables. Ken and Doris 
Enseie have been playing here 
for the past six years — Ken at 
the accordion and Doris at the 
organ and special sound effects. 
Their music is the sort of thing 
everyone over 30 would like. No 
rock — just old time favorites 
and European hits. Occasional­ 
ly you’ll hear a m an’s voice 
singing.

Space Shuttle May 
Go The Way Of SST 
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WASHINGTON (UP!) -Hav­ 
ing grounded the supersonic 
transport (SST) after a bruising 
showdown with the administra­ 
tion, Congre*« may well vote this 
year to do the same thing to-the 
space shuttle. 
President Nixon announced 
earlier thin week that he was 
giving the go-ahead to the $5.5 
billion space project, but the 
shuttle will never reach orbit 
unless Congress consents. 
Based on the record of the past 
few years, projects such as the 
space shuttle, which bears a 
striking similarity to the SST, 
will have an exceedingly diffi­ 
cult time getting through Con­ 
gress. 
What Nixon proposed was a 
smaller, economy model of the 
billion to $10 billion craft reeom 
mended by the space agency. 
To lie developed over a sixyear 
period, the space shuttle would 
rocket a four man crew into 


space and glide them back to 
Earth like an airplane, it could 
be reused several times. 
Although Congress was in re­ 
cess when Nixon made his an­ 
nouncement, there was no ques­ 
tion that a broad coalition of 
priority-changers and budget- 
cutters would seek to keep the 
shuttle from getting off the 
launching pad. 
Sen, 
Walter 
Mondale, 
D- 
Minn., called Nixon’s decision 
“ another example of perverse 
priorities and colossal waste in 
government spending.” 
Mondale’s comment was sig 
nilicant since he i.s a key mem 
her of the anti-SST bloc and led 
the fighf to eliminate study 
money for the space shuttle last 
year. 
“ Typically, this administra­ 
tion can squander $fi.5 billion ($1 
billion contingency money) to fly 
four people into orbit, while if 
refuses to invest, less than one 


third that amount to provide 
desperately needed day and de 
velopment programs for mil­ 
lions of preschool children,” he 
.said. 
“ As with so many other expen­ 
sive weapons and gadgets, the 
construction of the space shuttle 
has more to do with perpetuation 


of bureaucratic interests and the 
politics of government contract­ 
ing than with the authentic needs 
of our nation. 
“The President may have de­ 
cided to spend this $6.5 billion, 
but he still must have the con­ 
sent of the Congress,” Mondale 
said.

Upcoming Elections 


Deserve Attention 


Twenty-seven city council 
positions in 10 cities in Marin 
County will be up for election 
April 11. 
Five of the cities also will 
elect treasurers, and four will 
elect city clerks. 
In several of the cities, one 
or more of the incumbents 
whose terms expire have indi­ 
cated they will not seek re- 
election. At least one — Anne 
Ellinwood of Tiburon —is aspir­ 
ing to higher office, Miss Ellin­ 
wood having announced her 
candidacy for county supervi­ 
sor. 
B elvedere, Larkspur, Mill 
Valley, Novato, Ross and Sau- 
salito each will elect three 
councilm en, Corte M adera, 
Fairfax, San Anselmo and Tib­ 
uron each will elect two. Treas­ 
urers will be elected in Corte 
Madera, Fairfax, Ross, San An­ 
selmo and Sausalito, and clerks 
in the same group except for 
Sausalito, which does not have 
an elective city clerk. San Ra­ 
fael holds its municipal elec­ 
tions in the odd-numbered 
years. 
Filing for the positions will 
open next Thursday and contin­ 
ue through Feb. 5. The cam­ 
paigns will begin in earnest 
immediately thereafter. 
CITY ELECTIONS give the 
individual voter his greatest 
chance to make his vote count, 
and his best opportunity to use 
it wisely. None of Marin's cities 
is so large that the voter faces 
difficulty in learning about the 
individuals seeking office, or in 
meeting and talking with them 
during the campaign. In most 
cases, the candidates are quite 
widely known among residents 
of their cities in advance. 
Unfortunately, city elections 
do not attract as much atten­ 
tion as they should. Too many 
people pay little heed to the 


campaigns until just before vot­ 
ing day. Too many fail to make 
the small effort necessary to 
acquaint themselves with the 
candidates’ backgrounds and 
what each one proposes. 
As a corollary, the c a m ­ 
paigns themselves sometimes 
fail to revolve around the is­ 
sues of genuine concern to most 
people (as happens often, too. 
in the campaigns for higher 
offices). Although each city has 
current needs and problems, 
specific proposals for their sol­ 
ution sometimes fail to surface 
during the city council election 
drives. 
THE REALLY INTEREST­ 
ED citizen can do several 
things, besides just casting his 
vote, to improve local govern­ 
ment. He can encourage ac­ 
quaintances of real ability to 
seek office. He can scan the 
campaign promises and ask 
questions of the candidates — 
both at large candidate forums 
and at the smaller neighbor­ 
hood gatherings which feature 
such campaigns. He can insist 
on answers. 
The candidate forums offer 
the best opportunity for wide 
exposure of what each aspirant 
proposes and how he would 
tackle the city’s problems. And 
the better they are attended, 
the more questions come from 
the audience 
and the 
more 
thorough is the airing. 
We look for sizable candidate 
fields in all or most of the 
cities. We hope there will be 
sufficient candidate forums so 
that all those interested will 
have opportunity to attend. And 
we hope the attendance is big 
at all of them. 
If democratic representative 
government fails, it will fail 
first at the local level. That's 
where 
the 
individual 
vote 
counts most.

Defeat Of Bricker Amendment 
Opened Way For U.S. Troubles

in the years 1953-54. Sen. John W. 
B ricker of Ohio w as the proponent of a 
constitutional am endm ent which general­ 
ly provided that a treaty which was in 
conflict with the Constitution would have 
no force or etfect; that a treaty would 
becom e effective as internal law in the 
U.S. only through congressional enact­ 
m ent; 
and that executive agreem ents 
with foreign nations should be made only 
in the m anner and to the extent pre­ 
scribed by law. 


The Bicker am endm ent was hotly de­ 
bated by the Senate and subsequently 
defeated 60 to 31; just one vote short of 
the required two-thirds m ajority required 
for a constitutional am endm ent. 
It ha* been bitterly assailed by the 
State Departm ent and others who wanted 
no lim itations placed upon the authority 
of »he executive branch of government. 
The Bricker am endm ent would have 
clarified, as W illard 
Edwards of the 


Chicago Tribune points out. the responsi­ 
bilities of Congress and the President in 
foreign policy, thus preventing a host of 
su b se q u en t a lte rc a tio n s. “ If C ongress 
should now,” says E dw ards in quoting 
form er Senator Bricker, “ pass legislation 
lifting the UN em bargo on chrom e ore 
from Rhodesia, it may be legally arg u a­ 
ble th at a United Nations com m itm ent 
overrides the U.S. Constitution.” 
Furtherm ore, and this is m y observa­ 
tion, Senator Bricker s am endm ent might 
have prevented our tragic involvem ent in 
V ietnam since constitutional processes 
as specified by SEATO — w ere largely 
ignored at that time 
Senator Bricker says he h as beeen told 
by several senators, 
including J. W. 
Fulbright who opposed the am endm ent, 
that they would now vote for it 
And thus the course of history was 
changed by the negative vote of one 
befuddled senator who had to he led to 
the Senate floor 


WASHINGTON - The officials of (he 
Am erican Association for the A dvance­ 
m ent of Science apparently thought they 
w ere doing something pretty brave and 
pretty sm art by tolerating the raucous, 
bullying, jeering, don't-listen-to-him tac­ 
tics of violent-minded m em bers of its 
recent sessions in Philadelphia. 
They w eren’t sm art and they w eren’t 
brave. They were either cow ardly or 
dream -w orldish. 
They perm itted their precious forum to 
be crassly used — by those who call 
them selves scientists ~ to disdain sci­ 
ence, to prevent others from listening to 
views these few didn't want to hear, and 
to assassinate the First Am endm ent by 
driving speakers from the rostrum .

If the Sausalito City Council 
has made one thing clear in the 
past year, it is that it does not 
want, under any circumstances, 
to reinstate Thomas Zink in the 
Sausalito Police Department. 


The 33-year-old police ser­ 
geant was fired in May of 1(70 
and has fought for reinstate­ 
ment since that time. Zink was 
also the man who first made 
public charges that a quota 
system of arrests exists in the 
Sausalito department, an accu­ 
sation which triggered the cur­ 
rent grand jury investigation of 
Sausalito police. So it is easy to 
see why he is not terribly popu­ 
lar with the city fathers. 
The council’s decision to fight 
all the way against returning 
Zink to the department could 
well end up costing the city a 
good deal of money, possibly up 
to $30,000. 
Already the council has spent 
nearly $8,000 to hire a state 
hearing officer to hear evidence 
in the case, pay its own atomey 
to handle the city’s case, and 
obtain testimony given at the 
hearings. 
(The hearing officer, by the 
way, recommended that Zink 
be reinstated but demoted to 
patrolm an, but the council 
wasn’t buying halfway meas­ 
ures and upheld the firing.) 
When Marin Superior Court 
Judge Joseph G. Wilson or­ 
dered the city to reinstate Zink 
recently, the policeman's attor­ 
ney estimated the city owes his 
client approximately $18,000 in 
back wages, fringe benefits and 
interest. 
Now the council plans to ap­ 
peal the judge’s decision, a. 
move that could cost up to 
$1,000 and take up to one year 
before a decision is forthcoming 
if its loses the appeal, the city 
will also have to pay Zink 
salary for the time it took to 
appeal the case in the higher 
courts. 
Individual council members, 
when'questioned about the cost 
of the whole affair, have said 
they could not go against their 
own consciences in the matter, 
even to save money.

. A dispute over fire protection 
in the town is expected to spark 
a heated campaign for two 
seats on the Corte Madera 
Town Council to be filled April 
11. 
Councilmen Robert P. Sim 
inons and Byron I). White both 
told the Independent Journal 
they will seek a second four- 
year term, while Herber C. 
Leney, a near winner in the 
3970 council election, announced 
yesterday he will seek to unseat 
them. 
Leney, 64. president of the 
Mariner Cove Improvement As­ 
sociation, said the fire problem 
will be the key issue in the 
campaign. His and other east 
Corte Madera homeowners’ 
groups have been asking the 
council to hire more fulltime 
firemen since a midday blaze 
destroyed two homes and darn 
aged a third in east Corte 
Madera four months ago. 
Leney said he wants two fire­ 
men on duty at all times at both 
town fire stations. 
The council has delayed ac­ 
tion until a citizens’ committee, 
armed with a controversial con­ 
sultants’ report, makes its rec­ 
ommendations. 
White, while acknowledging 
more firemen are needed — 
noted the fulltime force had 
been beefed up from one to five 
men by the present council. He 
said more would have been 
added if flooding woes had not 
siphoned off funds.

When Marriage Relationship Begins

When a woman looks across 
the breakfast table and asks, 
What happened to Prince 
Charming? How did this fraud, 
this bum, get here?” and the 
man asks, "What happened to 
tin* princess, the one who was 
going to give warmth and under­ 
standing?” 
that is when a 
relationship has a chance of 
beginning. 
At least that’s what Tom 
Trent, professor of psychology 
at the College of Alameda, be 
•lieves. 
Speaking before a predomi­ 
nately female audience at the 
Marin Jewish Community Cen­ 
ter last night, Trent gave the 
opening lecture in the center’s 
10-part "You Arc Single Again” 
series. 
Trent answered the question 
that was the topic of this lecture, 
“ Is Marriage Really Neces­ 
sary?” by drawing an analogy to 
a lawn. 
“ Is a lawn really necessary?” 
he asked. 
If it is useful, yes, it is 
necessary. But is its purpose to 
impress the neighbors? he 
asked. 
: 
“ If a marriage enhances life) 
and alleviates loneliness, it is 
worth the sacrifices,” he said, 
“ but so often we are in it before 
we know where we are.” 
He listed the most frequent 
reasons for marrying 
to leave 
home, security, outside pres­ 
sures — all bad. 
“ We build up images and then 
look around for someone who fits 
them,” he said. “ When you find 
someone who fits the image and 
you fit the person’s image the 
projection is reciprocated, and 
you’re in trouble. If the image is 
perpetuated long enough you get 
married to the image, and then 
one day you realize that person 
isn’t the person you thought and 
you are not the person which 
that person thought you were 


Each begins to think the other 
has broken contract violations, 
Trent said, and that is when the 
haggles begin. 


“ To be intimate is to be 
vulnerable,” he said, “ that is 
why we so often use defenses 
against it." 


We cannot acquire psychic 
intimacies through physical inti 
macy, he said, citing the exam 
pie of a woman who said she 
went to bed with a man because 
she did not feci intimate enough 
with him to say “ no.” 


“ Marriage should not be an 
end hut rather a means to an 
end, a creative relationship,” 
said Trent, who also has a 
marriage counseling practice in 
Berkeley. “ If marriage is re 
strictive and makes you defen 
sive it’s a bummer, and you are 
much better off single again.” 
WHEN A relationship forces a 


person into a shell, Trent calls it 
‘ treadmill suffering,” 


“ Hollywood would have you 
believe you have two choices 
to Ik* happy or to suffer. That's 
no! true 
The choices are to 
suffer or to suffer,” he said with 
a smile. 


Trent offered an 11th Com 
mandmenf. “ Thou shall not rock 
the Isiat ” Your friends hate you 
if you break the commandment 
because it reminds them they do 
not, he said, 
Trent compared a sailor with ,1 
boat caught in a storm to a 
person in a relationship. The 
sailor musl accpet the storm, he 
said. 
“ Hut consider the person who 
goes out to sea once, runs into a 
storm and immediately puts in 
to port and never ventures out 
again. Is this a person you would 
want to relate to in more 
depth?” he asked. 


On the other hand, he said, 
there are those to whom life is 
one big shipwreck, and they 
never let you forget it. 


THERE ARE two ways to 
handle suffering, according to 
Trent: block if off or regurgitate 
it immediately. He recommend 
ed the latter. 
Problems of our culture, 
which affect the newly divorced, 
separated or widowed person, 
are the lack of ways to meet 
people and the little emphasis 
put on how to communicate 
feelings, said Trent, who be­ 
lieve too much time is spent on 
solving problems and not enough 
on communicating them 
“ When you deal with one 
another as individuals is when 
you listen to one another,” he 
said. 
Because there are creative 
alternatives today, Trent said, 
he believes there are more hap-

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Relics Of American Artists 
Housed In Special Archives 


MOTION PICTURE GUIDE 


By RODERICK NORDELL 
WASHINGTON, D C. - Con­ 
sider the fortunes of the artist 
in America. In 1954 Franz Kline 
had to pawn a pair of binocu­ 
lars for $15. Within five years 
his c h a ra c te ris tic paintings, 
those explosions of black and 
white, were bringing in enough 
to m ake him a two-car m an. 
Now the Kline canvases are 
honored in m useum s. The pawn 
ticket is in the Archives of 
American Art — recalling the 
man behind the easel through 
one of the five million items 
that will be increased and made 
m ore easily accessible under 
the past year’s branching out 
by this largest collection of its 
kind. 
Recently arch iv ist G arnett 
McCoy, wearing chinos and a 
striped shirt, led a visitor past 
shopping bags of documents 
waiting to be filed in the ar­ 
chives’ balcony area overlook­ 
ing the library of the National 
Collection of Fine Arts (NCFA'i 
here. To sample the materials 
on hand was to feel the living 
presences 
involved 
in 
the 
rocky, spectacular course of 
American art since the days 
when John Smibert, whom Mr. 
McCoy called Am erica’s first 
professional artist, expressed a 
tentative hope: 
“ If the arts are about to leave 
Great Britain I wish they may 
take their flight into our New 
World.” 
This was written to Smibert’s 
London agent in 1743, when the 
a rtist was p a rtic u la rly con­ 
cerned about sim ply getting 
sufficient supplies to carry on 
his work in the colonies. 
By 1948 the great John Marin 
expressed other concerns, as in 
a letter on the archives’ wall in 
script as delightfully cranky as 
its contents — to do with seeing 
the sea he so often painted: 
“Its breaking over a Sunken 
ledge out there — ordinarily 
one is not aware of — what 
does one see — one gets glimps­ 
es a repetition of glimpses — 
and that — I would say is a 
multiple that we — Critters — 
call Seeing — which has — I 
will say — nothing to do with — 
Mr. Camera — The nerve of 
them with their Mr. Cameras 
Well — Maybe — the nerve of 
me with my paint pots . . . ” 
Mr. Camera causes no failure 
of nerve on the part of the 
Archives of American Art. The 
archives not only collects photo­ 
graphs of artists, studios, etc., 
but makes extensive use of 
microfilm so that, if the inquir­ 
er cannot come to the mountain 
of research m ate ria ls, the 
mountain can go to him. Every­ 
thing from sculp to r David 
Smith’s cosmic thoughts in his 
notebook 
to 
a 
m uch-auto­ 
graphed menu for the Armory 
Show of 1913 to Picasso’s hand­ 
written list of suggested artists 
for that show. 
The past year’s developments 
are in line with the archives’ 
original goal to collect “ not for 
the sake of collecting but to use 
the information and put it to 
w-ork.” These are the words of 
art historian E.P. Richardson 
who, with D etroit collector 
L aw ren ce A. F le isc h m a n , 
founded the archives in Detroit 
in 1954. 
In 1971 the archives opened a 
Boston branch for collecting

new m aterials and making its 
resources available on micro­ 
film. It looked forward to a 
sim ilar branch in San Francis­ 
co. And it began a new use for 
its resources — displaying an 
artist’s documents and memor­ 
abilia in conjunction with exhi­ 
bitions of his works. 
The first such show was in 
the National Collection of Fine 
Arts. It was interesting to look 


at the paintings by Lee Gatch, 
their style changing with time, 
and then to examine the a r­ 
chives display — photos of the 
artist in early and later years, 
his account book, views of his 
house and studio. 


The archives has been under 
this roof since 1970, McCoy 
said, when it became affiliated 
with the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion. The original materials are 
here, with microfilm available 
in Detroit, at executive head­ 
quarters in New York, and now 
Boston. 
The tape recording of inter­ 
views with artists proceeds to­ 
gether with such projects as 
keeping a filmed record of art- 
auction catalogs. Along with 
Sm ithsonian support, private 
fund-raising continues, notably 
by means of “airlift” art tours 
abroad. 
The whole operation has 
come a long way since founder 
Richardson ran into the difficul­ 
ty of getting to the necessary 
sources for his book, “Painting 
in America: The Story of 450 
Y ears.” The archives was set 
up fo ''Mhor microfilms as a. 
.j.,a rd a centralized re­ 
search facility. 
Soon original materials them­ 
selves began to be offered, 
McCoy said. Now the archives, 
through its branches, through 
the mails, and through interli­ 
brary arrangements, serves an 
international spectrum of schol­ 
ars. Its shelves are beginning to 
grow with books drawn by au­ 
thors from its own resources.

Bel Marin Lagoon Lock Át Stake 


I he Bel Marin Keys Commu­ 
nity Services D istrict will con­ 
duct a $700,(KM) bond election 
Tuesday to finance a tidal lock 
to reduce silting of the com m u­ 
nity’s lagoon. 


In Bel Marin Keys, where 
activities are centered about 
the water, preservation of the 
lagoon is considered vital to its 
way of life. 


With dredging costs m ount­ 
ing, directors decided to seek 
voter approval of funds to con­ 
st ruct a lock, designed to im ­ 
prove navigation and reduce 
dredging and silting. 


Voting will 
be at the Bel 
M arin Keys Com munity Center 
from 7 a.m . to 8 p.m. and a 
two-thirds vote is needed for 
passage. 


The 25-year bonds could be 
financed w ithout ra isin g the 
current tax rate of $3 per $100 
assessed 
valuation, according 


to Ja m e s L. Z oeller, board 
chairm an. 


Bond repaym ent, river (Nova­ 
to Creek) and lagoon rem edial 
dredging and operation of the 
district can be accom plished 
within the present tax rate, 
Zoeller said. 


The district has been accu­ 
m ulating dredging funds at the 
rate of $80,000 per year, but 
once the lock is built that much 
money 
won’t 
be needed for 
dredging, he explained. 


"The money we are now ac­ 
cu m u latin g in our d red g in g 
fund can be used to pay off the 
bond, principal and interest, for 
the next 25 y ears,” he said. 
No w ritten argum ent or or­ 
ganized protest has been m ade 
against the m easure. 
The sooner the lock is built, 
the sooner the rate of siltation 
will be reduced and the annual 
lagoon 
ex p e n se 
m inim ized, 
Zoeller said. 


If the lock is constructed, it 
will be only the second naviga­ 
tional lock in the state, he said. 
The other is in the Sacram ento 
deep w ater channel, he report­ 
ed. 
Zoeller cited current naviga­ 
tion problem s at low tide, and 
said the lock will hold in the 
high tide. 
The proposed lock across the 
lagoon entrance at the end of 
M ontego 
Key 
and 
C alypso 
shores would be approxim ately 
33 feet wide and 60 feet long. 
Still to be d e te rm in e d is 
w hether the lock will be operat­ 
ed by the boat owner or by a 
part-tim e operator on a prede­ 
term ined schedule. 
Aerial survey has indicated

Only re ta il e sta b lish m e n ts 
and services directly related to 
m arine uses (such as boat sales 
and repair) would be perm itted 
in the w aterfront if the new 
rules are adopted by the city, 


according to City Planning Di­ 
rector H. E ric Borgw ardt. 
B orgw ardt said the proposed 
change in the w aterfront dis­ 
trict — a city zone established 
in 
1969 — w'as part of the 
p lan n in g c o m m issio n ’s in te n ­ 
tion to create m arine-oriented 
environm ent, as opposed to an 
area prim arily devoted to retail 
and service establishm ents ca­ 
tering to visitor trad e .” 
Uses currently perm ited in 
the zone include apparel and 
accessory stores, gift, novelty 
and souvenir shops, a rt galler- 


ies, handicraft shops and beau­ 
ty shops. 
As envisioned, the boundaries 
of the central w aterfront dis­ 
trict would include Mono Street 
on the n o rth , the S au sa lito 
sandspit on the south, Railroad 
Avenue on the east and Bridge­ 
way on the west.

Two candidates for a vacancy 
on the Lagunitas School D istrict 
board, one a proponent of trad i­ 
tional approaches to education 
and the other an advocate of 
letting children learn what and 
when they want, faced each 
other last night at a candidates 
night at Lagunitas School. 
D onald B. L eth b rid g e, 32, 
treasurer-eontroJIer of a Tib- 
uron electronics firm , and Rich­ 
ard C. Sloan, 35, a carpenter, 
are running for the unexpired 
two y ears of the term of re ­ 
signed trustee Eugene DiBasilio 
in T uesday’s special election. 
About 75 persons attended the 
m eeting and asked questions of 
the two candidates after each 
gave 10-minute outlines of their 
views. 
As at a candidates night last 
April, in which Sloan and three? 
others w ere vying for two board 
seats, the carp en ter’s views on 
saluting the U.S. flag becam e 
an issue briefly. 
At last y ea r's meeting, a two- 
m inute episode of shouting and 
n a m e c a llin g eru p te d at one 
point when a m em ber of the 
audience 
dem anded 
to know 
how Sloan felt about saluting 
the flag and what he did salute. 
O ther m em bers of the audience 
shouted at him to be quiet. 
There was no outburst last 
night, but Sloan stood silently 
with 
his 
arm s 
at his sides 
during a flag cerem ony which 
preceded the meeting. 
B etty G ardner of Woodacre 
asked Sloan why he didn’t sa­ 
lute the flag, and Sloan replied: 
“ I love this country, but the 
flag today m eans a lot of things 
I don’t w ant it to mean. When it 


m eans justice for the blacks 
and the brown and us all, then 
I’ll salute it proudly.”

Bevans of Forest 
Knolls then stood up and an ­ 
nounced, “ If this man refuses 
to take an oath of allegiance to 
this country, I don’t think he 
should b<? allowed to be a tru st­ 
ee.”

goals in the district “ in order to 
com e up wilh program s that 
m eet the com m unity’s needs 
and objectives.” 
He said he does not have a 
philosophy of education, “ but I 
am concerned with one thing — 
p e r f o rm a n c e 
In b u s in e s s , 
th a t’s all that counts.” 
He said program s, once de­ 
cided upon: should be allowed 
to continue through a com plete 
cycle to see “ where they take 
us.” 
(In response to a question, 
L ethbridge later explained one 
exam ple of not letting a pro­ 
gram go through a com plete 
cycle w as the building of a 
m odular type of school at San 
Geronim o Valley School, then 
d isc o v e rin g that no te a c h e r 
w anted to teach there, and fi­ 


nally building partitions to sep­ 
arate the school’s “ pods.” ) 
Everything, said Lethbridge, 
“ hinges on the teachers. A su­ 
perior teacher can m ake alm ost 
any pro g ram su cceed . The 
most im portant thing is that 
tiiey care about the children.” 
He said he favors extension of 
a special 90-cent tax on the 
ballot Tuesday, “ but not neces­ 
sarily the levy of the entire 90 
cents by the board.” 
Sloan also endorsed the tax 
election, and agreed that good 
teachers are the m ost im por­ 
tant factor in education. But he 
differed with Lethbridge on oth­ 
er points. 
Education, he said, “ should 
be purposeful and teach our 
children to cope with the prob­ 
lems of living in our society. 
School should help th em to 
think and judge critically, teach 
them to trust their own abilities 
and show them d e m o c ra tic 
principles.” 
He called it a “ m yth of edu­ 
c a tio n ” that c h ild ren “ d o n ’t 
want to learn and have to be 
force-fed education. Kids are 
energetic and creative and cu­ 
rious, and they love to learn if 
they’re really interested.” 
He said he favors an educa­ 
tional environm ent in which the 
children 
are free 
to pursue 
w hatever interests 
them 
the 
m ost and not be 
forced 
to 
“ study m ath at 9 o ’clock on 
Tuesdays just because th a t’s 
what the schedule sa y s.” 
Paul Frederick of Lagunitas, 
the young son of form er trustee 
W in ifre d F r e d e r ic k , a s k e d 
Sloan if he thought “ 450 kids at 
a .->cbool should be allowed to do 
anything they w'ant. Don’t you 


think things would be a little 
chaotic?” 


Sloan replied that he doesn’t 
favor letting students do any­ 
thing they w ant, but does think 
children with a natural desire 
to learn should be allowed to 
pursue their own educational 
courses without being forced to 
study certain subjects at cer­ 
tain hours. 


“ We can trust a child to know 
to a great degree what is in his 
own best in terests,” he said. 


The candidates differed on 
co o rd in atin g e le m e n ta ry p ro ­ 
gram s wilh high school pro­ 
gram s. L ethbridge said he fa­ 
vors a system of reporting to 
the e le m e n ta ry d is tric t the 
progress of its alum ni in high 
school, and tailoring upper ele­ 
m entary program s to prepare 
students for high school.

LOW DIAMOND 
South played the low diamond 
from dummy in order to get a 
free finesse. After winning the 
first trick with the ten of dia­ 
monds, South led a spade to 
dummy’s king and returned a 
club, losing to the ace. West 
took the ace of diamonds, cap­ 
turing dummy’s king, and then 
led the jack of diamonds to 
force out South’s queen. 
South was now sure of two 
diamonds, two clubs, three 
hearts and one spade. When 
neither hearts nor clubs broke 
evenly, South had only eight 
tricks. West was sure to get 
three diamonds and the two 
black aces, defeating the con­ 
tract. 


BETTER START 
South should get off to a 
better start by playing dum­ 
my’s king of diamonds at the 
first trick. The bidding makes it 
clear that West has the three 
missing aces, and South should 
see what will happen if he plays 
low from the dummy. 
Declarer leads a club from 
dummy at the second trick, 
losing the king to West’s ace., 
Now West cannot afford to lead 
diamonds for fear of giving 
declarer three tricks in the suit. 
In search of a safe exit, West 
gets out with a heart. South 
wins with the ace of hearts, 
leads a spade to dummy’s king 
and continues with the queen of 
spades to drive out the ace. 
West gets out with another 
heart. 


QUEEN TAKEN

MCAL Basketball Season Commences Tonight

Much of the attention will he 
focused on three big men with 
three different missions when 
the 1972 Marin County Athletic 
League basketball season opens 
tonight with a slate of four 
games. 


The season’s first tip-off will 
occur at 6:45 p.m., when Marin 
Catholic High School visits No- 
vato High. Three other games 
are scheduled for 8 o'clock — 
San Marin at undefeated Red­ 
wood, Drake at San Rafael and 
Tamalpais at Terra Linda. 


Marty Moroski of Novato, a 
potential all-league forward last 
year until he broke his arm, 
should prove to be one of the 
finest players in the MCAL this 
year. He scores a lot of points 
(18.8 a game), but his main 
function will be to stabilize the 


young Novato team with his 
experience and poise. 
Will G am er of Tamalpais, an 
all-league forward this year, 
will score 
and score and 
score. He led the league with a 
21.9 average last y ear and 
scored during the current non­ 
league season at a similar clip. 
His scoring will be needed if 
Tam is to upset Redwood for 
the league title. 
Steve McGee of Redwood, the 
all-league cen ter last year, 
blends in well with a balanced 
team, and then stops forward at 
the opportune moment to break 
an opponent’s back. 
McGee is a major reason why 
Redwood is the only MCAL 
team ever to go undefeated 
through the non-league season. 
The Giants are 13-0, and in 
th eir roughest test, McGee 
scored 26 points to lead them to 


a 43-41 triumph over Sacred 
Heart of San Francisco last 
Wednesday. 
His performance 
was doubly impressive because 
if was achieved against Sacred 
H eart’s fine center, Glen Hub­ 
bard. 
In many ways, McGee per­ 
sonifies the Redwood team. One 
trait that marks both is unsel­ 
fishness. 
When he does not have a hot 
hand, McGee steps aside and 
concentrates on rebounding and 
defense 
he has scored as few 
as four points in a game this 
year. When he is hitting, how­ 
ever, he steps in and dominates 
the whole show. 
The same is true of forward 
Tim Hcnnessy, who took a back 
seat to McGee for a couple of 
games and then exploded for 29 
Monday night against Los Al­ 
tos. Hennessy, in fact, is the

Landry Hints Dallas 
May Broaden Attack 


DALLAS (U PI)-T he Dallas 
Cowboys may be ready to throw 
conservatism out the window 
when they meet the Miami Dol­ 
phins at New Orleans, Jan. 16 in 
the Super Bowl VI. 
That’s the hint, at least, cast 
out by none other than that well- 
known coaching right-winger, 
Tom Landry. 
The Cowboys’ National Foot­ 
ball Conference championship 
offense has been fairly well of 
late as witness the 20-12 and 14*3 
playoff triumphs over Minnesota 
and San Francisco fo earn the 
return trip to the Super Bowl. 
But, the defense has drawn 
much of the credit for the wins. 
‘‘Actually, we haven’t been 
very efficient at anything 
hut 
winning 
in the last couple of 
gam es,” Landry said early this 
week after his team had just 
beaten the Forty Niners for the 
second year in a row. 
“ I ’m not o v e rly c o n c e rn e d — 
m a in ly b e c a u s e I fe el w e p la y e d 


two very fine defenses in the 
Vikings and Forty-Niners. But, 
we’re going to be facing another 
good defense in Miami. And, 
we’re going to have to improve.” 


“ Maybe we’ve been gliding, 
too conscious of not making 
mistakes and not opening up on 
offense. We are not playing a 
reckless, hard-running gam e,” 
Landry said. 
Duane Thomas, the Cowboys’ 
prem ier running back, seemed 
hesitant at plunging into the line 
against San Francisco and his 
indecisions raised some eye­ 
brows in the press coop as well 
as in the stands. 
But, Landry had an answer for 
that. 
“Thomas is excellent at fol­ 
lowing the blockers and if he 
doesn't have a hole, he’ll veer 
away then explode. San Francis­ 
co was filling the holes a lot. 
Duane doesn’t run blind or reck­ 
less.”

“thought it was all over ” when 
he was wounded twice while 
trying to stop a burglary in his 
m others nei gh bo rhood. 
“I was thinking I would never 
pitch again after that first shot. 
After the second shot I thought 
it was all over,” said Odom, 26, 
from his hospital bed late 
Thursday. 
Odom was listed m satisfacto­ 
ry condition with bullet wounds 
in the neck and side. The 
wounds apparently will not af­ 
fect his pitching career. 
Odom, visiting his mother, 
said his wife saw someone try 
to break into the house next to 
his m other’s in Southwest Ma­ 
con yesterday. Odom said he 
ran after the man and stopped 
him. 
“ I told him I wanted to ask 
him a few questions,” Odom 
Said. “He turned around said, 
’"What for?’ and pulled out a 
gun and started shooting.“ 
Odom said the man fired at 
him three times from “about 15 
feet" with a .38 caliber pistol, 
rwo of the shots struck Odom. 
“Then he met up with a 
couple of other guys and they 
all took off,” 
Police later arrested two ju­ 
veniles in connection with the 
incident. They were not identi­ 
fied in adherence to a Georgia 
law prohibiting the naming of 
juvenile offenders.

The newly passed legislation raising the hunt­ 
ing and fishing licenses for the state may have 
been just in time. A report called, “ At the 
Crossroads,” which is really a report on Califor­ 
nia’s endangered and rare fish and wildlife has 
just been released by Ray Arnett, Department of 
Fish and Game director. The report was written 
by Howard R. Leach of the Wildlife Management 
Branch and by Leonard 0. Fisk of the Inland 
Fisheries Branch. 


NHL Quality Questioned 
PREPS 


The opening pages contain a 
le tte r to Governor Reagan from 
A rnett which explains the re­ 
port and also has this to say: 
“ In 
the case of endangered 
species, 
im m ediate m easures 
are required to ensure their 
continued survival. We strongly 
urge that public funds be prov­ 
ided to place under public stew­ 
a rd sh ip those h a b ita t a re a s 
critical to these anim als and to 
su p p o rt the n e c e ssa ry p ro ­ 
gram s of protection and m an­ 
agem ent. 
“THAT EXTINCTION is inevi 
table for any of California's 
endangered anim als is unac­ 
ceptable. History records that 
m any of the nation’s leading 
scientists at the turn of the 
century were predicting early 
extinction for a variety of Cali­ 
fornia’s wildlife. These included 
the band tailed pigeon, white 
tailed kite, sage grouse, moun­ 
tain sheep, 
prong-horn ante­ 
lope, C alifo rn ia m ule d eer, 
ducks and geese. Fortunately, 
th e se 
pro p h ecies 
of 
doom 
proved untrue, for none of these 
anim als are now extinct or 
ap p ear in this report. 
“ S ince the firs t p ro te c tiv e 
fish and gam e laws were enact­ 
ed in 1901, the sta te’s gam e and 
sport fish have become the 
m ost carefully tended and con­ 
served of all natural resources. 
Their protection and m anage­ 
m ent is due to the hundreds of 
millions of dollars sportsm en 
have willingly provided through 
license fees and taxes on sport­ 
ing equipm ent. 
“WE HOPE THIS report will 
engender public interest and 
support in providing the fund­ 
ing and positive m easures es­ 
sential to the survival of Cali­ 
fo rn ia ’s th re a te n e d fish and 
wildlife. W ithout such response, 
m any of these life form s m ay 
disappear forever.” 
From the report itself, this 
p a rt seem s m ost im portant: 
“ We are now at the crossroads, 
while gam e species are assured 
continued propagation and rela­ 
tive abundance, 43 form s of 
California nongam e fish and 
w ild life a re now th re a te n e d 
with extinction or endanger- 
m ent. Unless local, state and 
federal governm ents and citi-

Also, to help the IRS in proc­ 
essing and to avoid any possible 
errors that would cause us ex­ 
tra correspondence we should 


be sure that we use the address 
label that comes with our forms 
package and also that your 
Social Security number is on 
every piece of paper that we 
send to Fresno. It is especially 
important that the Social Secu­ 
rity number be on every check 
so they will know which ac­ 
count to credit if the check 
becomes detached from your 
return. 


If we can help the 1RS do 
their job more efficiently we 
may well be helping ourselves 
far more than we realize.

Check Reliability Of 
Issuing Authority

Q. Will you please give your 


opinion on long-term institu­ 
tional bonds such as hospital 
or church investments. Is the 
Vz per cent to 8‘/j per cent 
interest tax exem pt? Are 
these safe investments? — 
G.B. 
A. The answer to your final 
question depends entirely on 
the individual debt issue. Relia­ 
bility of the issuing authority 
should be carefully checked. A 
circular can usually be ob­ 
tained through your broker on 
any offering in which you are 
interested. 
These generally reveal suffi­ 
cient information on the securi­ 
ty of the debt obligation, the 
institution's operations and 
terms ok the offering to enable 
you to make a decision on the 
attractiveness of the issue. 
Frequently, institutional 
bonds are available in amounts 
as small as $500, in coupon 
form. Registered bonds, in my 
opinion the more preferrable 
form, are issued in minimum 
amounts of $1,000. The current 
rate of interest on these bonds, 
is only moderately greater than 
would be available in good 
quality utility bonds, an alter­ 
native you might wish to inves­ 
tigate. 
A common form for institu­ 
tional debt offerings is the seri­ 
al note maturing sequentially 
for 10 years. Longer term is­ 
sues would not be my choice 
because of the possibility of 
getting locked in. Some, but 
certainly not all, of this group 
are not easy to sell should the 
need for cash arise. 
If the bond is sponsored by 
one of the larger investment 
houses which specialize in insti­ 
tutional underwriting they gen­ 
erally maintain a continuous 
market for their offerings. An 
“ AA” rated serial note of 10- 
year bond secured by a first 
mortgage should be relatively 
risk free.
